THe question of the abolition of church 
rates is, still the bone of contention 
lish politics. Public opinion 1s setting so 
strongly in favor of supporting the Estab- 
lished Church on the voluntary plan, like 
all other denominations, that the House of 
Lords, it is believed will succumb before 
long. Each successive year Church rates 
have been more odious with the 
people.

In 
some instances parties have refused to pay 
the rates, and plates, spoons, farming uten- 
sils, and various articles, have been seized, 
bat such acts have recoiled upon the law 
itself, and had a strong influence in creating 
a public sentiment which «protests against 
usurpations of this sort. 

On Sunday, April 1, Mr. Spurgeon and 
his congregation occupied for the first time 
their new It has cost upwards 
of $150,000, and the money has all, or near- 
ly all, been raised. The entire structure 1s 
200 feet with a front of 104 feet. The 
interior of the main audience room is 146 
feet by 81, with a hight in the highest part 
(the roof is oval) of 91 feet.

Sunpar evening, March 24, the first at- 
tempts of the priests in Italy to put down 
Protestants by force, occutred at Pisa, the 
capital of Tuscany.

The crowd 
then rushed for the Protestant church de- 
termined to destroy it, but the presence of 
mind and courage of a carabinier guarding 
it, who declare that the first man attacking 
it should be shot, whatever became of him 
and the building, saved it till the National 
Guard arrived and drove away the rioters. 
Pisa is taking an important part in evangeli- 
cal movements, and it is believed that this 
affair will react against the perpetrators, 
and greatly to the promotion of Protestant- 
ism, the growing strength of which, no 


doubt instigated this outrage.

Tue Frencnh GOVERNMENT AND THE 
Cuorcu.—The Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion has forbidden the use of the almanac 
called the Roster de Marie, in all the 
schools. The Congregation of the Redemp- 
torists, at Douai, has been dissolved, and all 
foreign clerks belonging to the Redemptor- 
ists at Lille have been ordered to leave 
France. The same measure has been en- 
forced against the Capuchins, in several 
parts of the country. Similar proceedings, 
itis said, will be carried out against all self- 
constituted and unauthorized religious asso- 
ciations. These are bold and strong meas- 
ures in France, and astonishingly new to 
the Ultramontanes. No wonder they rage. 

This ecclesiastical quarrel has caused a 
split between the Orleanists and Legitimists, 
who, on purely political questions, have 
long been coquetting with one another for a 
closer alliance. But the Orleanists cannot 
be made to fight the battles of the Pope 
under the Ultramontane flag. 


Supervision or Convents.—A letter 
from Brussels, Belgium, says: “ Towards 
the end of last year, I made reference to a 
case of abduction of a protestant girl, Anna- 
bella Kortch, for which an Antwerp priest, 
a Jesuit, the lady superior of a convent at 
Eecloo, a dressmaker, a farmer, and a per- 
son of the name of Callaghan, of Irish ex- 
traction, were brought to trial at Ghent, and 
acquitted, because it was not prove that in 
making a proselyte they had exceeded the 
limits which the law prescribed. This judg- 
ment of the court did not satisfy the law 
officers of the Crown, and they accordingly 
lodged an appeal against it, which has just 
been heard; and the superier tribunal, 
while they have acquitted the farmer and 
Mr. Callaghan, have reversed the sentence 
so far as the others are concerned; and 
have adjudged the priest, the Jesuit, the 
lady superior of the convent, and the dress- 
maker to be imprisoned for eight days, and 
to pay the whole costs of both trials, which 
is a large sum; and if they fail to do so 
within a certain time, a further imprison- 
ment of thirty days has been awarded against 
them. The question has from first to last 
been the cause of mach excitement, and 
the punishment would have been greater if 
the conduct of the girl had not been such as 
to give those engaged in her abduction a 
certaing degree of encouragement. This, 
and other clerical offences which have lat- 
terly been committed, have attrected the 
attention of the authorities to the necessity 
of placing convents and similar establish- 
ments under more strict surveillance than 
has hitherto been the case, and a movement 
has already been made at Charleroi, where 
Bore, br have been submitted to the 

uncil, by whom it is understood they are 
likely to be adopted, and which provide that 
the heads of all religious communities in the 
district shall be bound to furnish the local 
powers, as often as they may require it, 
with an exact list containing the real names 
of all who reside there; and that they shall 
also keep in a register the real names of all 
persons who, though they do not habitually 
live there, are ye occasional residents in 
the buildings. These regulations will tend 
to prevent the continuance of abuses, of 
which many complaints have long been 
made, and which have enabled several 
criminals to escape from justice, on account 
of the protection such institutions afforded 
to them.”

On the Ist of July, a very useful law, de- 


fining ‘the duties and liabilities of pawn- 
brokers, will go into effect.. The extortions 
practiced by men who grow rich on the ex- 
treme necessities of the poor, have “long 
been the subject of complaint, and it may 
be, that the evil cannot be altogether reme- 
died. Still it is well to make a trial, and 
we hope the law will be rigidly enforced. 
The Act provides that the pawnbroker 
shall keep a register of his transactions, re- 
cording the date, duration, amount, and rate 
of interest, with a description of the pro- 
perty pledged, and deliver to the pledger a 
duplicate of the register. The rate of in- 
terest, on sums exceeding twenty dollars, 
shall not exceed four per cent, per month, 
and shall never be compounded. This in- 
terest will include all charges of every kind 
whatsoever. It is further provided, that no 
pawnbroker shall dispose of any article 
pledged until six months after the date of 
redemption, and then the sale must be made 
at public auction, and be advertised in some 
newspaper. In the event that the article 
sold realizes more than the legal amount due 
to the pawnbroker, the surplus shall be paid 
to the person entitled to redeem the proper- 
ty. At all times, the register shall be sub- 
ject to the examination of any sheriff or 
police officer. 

The penalties for the violation of any 
provision of the law, are not sufficiently 
severe. The pledger of any goods may re- 
cover from the pawnbroker three times their 
value, and the latter may be fined $50 or be 
imprisoned in the County Jail for the term 
of six months —S. F. Herald.

Nearly two hundred thousand men are 
now sworn into the service of the United 
States, ready to serve during the war. 

So far the operations of the troops in | 
Maryland and Virginia have been confined 
to seizing a few privateers, and protecting 
Union men, but will hereafter change tactics, 
and commence offensive operations. | 
The Government has distinctly informed 
foreign ministers that any recognition of the 
Souathérn Confederacy will be considered 
hostile, and intercourse will be broken off 
with those Powers. 

It is thought Great Britain will positively 
refuse to recognize Seceded States. 

France has also given assurances 
friendship towards the United States Gov- 


Mr. Faulkner, Minister to France, and 
Mr. Dallas, Minister to England, were to 
return home next steamer. 

Mexico is reported to be friendly to the 
United States. 


The Southern Congress adjourned last 
week, to meet on the 20th of July, at Rich- 
mond, Va. 


The Southern leaders still assure the 
people of the intention to march on Wash- 
ington, and carry on an active war against 
the Northern States. 

There are reported to be 75,000 men in 
the Southern Confederacy regularly drilled 
and ready for military service. 

It is reported that 20,000 stand of arms 
have recently been received by the South 
from Europe. 

The Union sentiment is entirely stifled in 
the Cotton States. 

In Tennessee, Arkansas, North Carolina, 
Virginia and Kentucky there is a good deal 
of Union feeling. 

Kentucky has declared her loyalty to 
the Union. A majority of the Legislature 
have reported against the proposition to 
arm the State, or place her in an attitude 
of hostility to the General Government. 

Senator Johnson and Parson Brownlow, 
in Tennessee, stil] boldly advocate Union. 

Cairo is being daily strengthened by 
troops from the North, in expectation of an 
attack from Memphis troo 

A treaty has been entered into in Mis- 
souri, between General Harney, of the 
United States Government, and General 
Price, on the part of the State, by which 
both Governments a to keep the peace, 
and not molest each other. The State 
troops will disband, Union men will be pro- 
tected, State interest will be paid, and the 
school fund will be restored. 

On hearing of the treaty between Gene- 
rals Price and Harney, the State troops at 
Jefferson City disbanded. 

St. Louis is guarded by U.S. Troops, 
stationed at different points around the city. 

The city is quiet. The Union feeling 
prevails. 

Senator Douglas has recovered from his 
sickness. 

The report is generally believed that at- 
tacks will be made next week by the United 
States troops on Richmond, Norfolk, Har- 
per’s Ferry and Memphis, simultaneously. 

Gen. Butler is at Fortress Monroe, with 


a large force; he will conduct operations. 


STILL LATER NEWS. 


Wasnineton, May 24.—The New York 
Zouaves, the 14th and 69th, and the Jersey 
regiments, hold Alexandria, while Arling- 
ton Heights are occupied by several regi- 
ments. 

The entrance into Alexandria was at- 
tended by an event which has cast the deep- 
est gloom over this community. Col. El 
worth, who had hauled down the Secession 
flag from the Marshall House, was soon 
afterwards shot by a concealed foe. His 
body has been brought to the Washington 
Navy-yard. Accounts from Alexandria 
are somewhat contradictory; but there is 
no doubt of the fact that it was a man 
named Jackson who was instantly put to 
death—some say by both bullet and bayonet. 

Government is in possession of startling 
information from Baltimore, that certain 
prominent Union men, who, in the presence 
of U. have loudly professed de- 
votion to the Union, are secretly working 
for Secession. 

About 10,000 troops have crossed the 
Potomac and are now in Virginia, The 
New York 7th Regiment are holding Ar- 
lington heights, and the 69th are throwing 
up breastworks there. Sherman’s light ar- 
tillery and the District militia command the 
Maryland shore above Georgetown, and 
will repel any attack by forces moving from 
Harper’s Ferry. 

It is believed that simultaneous move- 
ments were made by the Government forces 
last night on Harper’s Ferry and Norfolk. 

Our Government has secured for the 
next three months a monopoly of all arms 
and cannon from the manufactories in Great 
Britain which are permitted to make arms 
for foreign States. This will show England 
that in putting down rebellion there will be 
no half way work. 

An advance of the troops from 
per Court House, 62 miles from Alexan- 
dria, is anticipated, but assurance is felt that 
Gen. Scott has directed the advance with a 
full understanding of all he has to en- 
counter. | 

At #0’clock this morning, the Captain of 
the Pawnee demanded the surrender of the 
Virginia troops, which was refused. The 
Captain then said that consequences will be 
terrible to the village and all the inhabit- 
ants, and prolonged the time. 

New Yor, May 24.—All is quiet in 
Alexandria. New Jersey troops, three miles 
from Alexandria, were fired into by am- 
bushed Secessionists. The latter were 
routed, and the rebel captains captured. 

200 soldiers from Federal Hill marched 
through Baltimore this afternoon, and seized 
a large quantity of gunpowder, which was 
taken to the magazine in Fort McHenry. 

Fortress Moyroe, May 24.— 
Butler suddenly made his apprarance yes- 
terday at Hampton, at the head of the Ver- 
mont regiment, on a reconnoissance.
